Due to the alarming rise in the rate of 
crime in Hawaii, I will endeavor to give 
some helpful hints to avert being a future 
Statistic. 


On page 2 of the Honolulu Star Bul‘etin, 
Tuesday, April 14, 1981, the Hawaii murder 
rate climbed 27.3%, stated there was an 
increase in crimes. Burglary was up 7.8% 
from 16,522 reported cases to 17,811. 
Thefts increased 12.8% from 40,534 to 
45,500. These two crimes have created 
much problems for us numismatics.

PRINCESS KAIULANI & 
MAUI SCHOOL ON 
1981 HSNA MEDAL 





The 1981 HSNA Medal will honor’ Princess 
Victoria Kawekiu Lunalilo Kalaninuiahila- 
palapa Kaiulani and the 150th Anniversary 
of Lahainaluna High School. 


The obverse will feature’ the portrait of 
beautiful Princess Kaiulani who was to be- 
come heiress to the Hawaiian throne before 
the Hawaiian Government was overthrown and 
turn into a Republic. The Princess was 
the niece of King Kalakaua and Queen Kapi- 
Olani. Also shown on the obverse of the 
medal is her pet peacock fowls at her home 


in Ainahau. The peacock ate from her 
hands. She admired and made a_ study of 
them. 


The reverse will feature one of Hawaii's 
oldest school, Lahainaluna High School. 
The school was established in 1831 in the 
Slopes above Lahaina, Maui. On September 
5, 1931, the school was opened with Rever- 
end Lorrin Andrews as the first headmas- 
ter. The medals will be struck in .999 
fine silver with a matching bronze piece 
making up. the set. They will be sold in 
the November HSNA Show. For more informa-

It is interesting to know that Dave Martin 
Started the first coin bid boards on the 
island. He is also the owner of the shop 
at the Ala Moana Shopping Center. 


As active as Dave is, he has served as 
president for both HSNA and the Honolulu 
Coin Club. 


If you're ever in the Kaimuki area, drop 
by to see the Martins. Besides the inter- 
esting volume of coins in the shop, Dave 
might tell you some interesting stories of 
the past or even a_ historical background 
on coins.

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PEARL HARBOR MEMORIAL

As featured on the front page of our first 
issue of "NU HOU DALA PAA" the Honolulu 
Coin Club wood for 1981 commemorates the 
40th anniversary of the attack by Japan on 
Pearl Harbor on December 7, 1941. Al- 
though the United States had been suppor- 
tive of China and the European countries 
against the aggression of Japan and Nazi 
Germany, the attack precipitated our Coun- 
try's entry into World War Two. That day 
we suffered a tragic loss of lives, ships, 
planes, and other’ properties. But from 
its ashes came the battle cry "Remember 
Pearl Harbor" and the whole nation rallied 
around that battle cry and built’ the 
mightiest military forces that the world 
has ever known to crush the enemies. 


Today, "Pearl Harbor" is remembered by the 
Arizona Memorial and the recently dedi- 
cated Pearl Harbor Memorial facilities 
operated by the National Parks Service. 
Although ours is the first wood to commem- 
orate Pearl Harbor, perusal of Medcalf/ 
Russell's Hawaiian Money Standard Catalog 
issued in 1978, lists many other numisma- 
tic memorials to Pearl Harbor. 


Besides the commonly known EL-24 U.S.S. 


Arizona Memorial elongated (rolled) cent 
the catalog lists two others - EL-23 and 
EL-25, Two silver ingots (bars) are 


listed - SI-16 and SI-17. No less than 


124 medals made of bronze, silver, nickel, 
gold-plate and. even platinum  (MD-169) 
“Remember Pearl Harbor." Individual and 


series of medals were issued by the Ari- 
zona Memorial Museum Foundation to commem- 
orate as well as to raise funds to build 
the memorial. The late Elvis Presley was 
a big contributor of funds and the memo- 
rial was finally completed after Congress 
appropriated the balance of the funds. 





The Pearl Harbor Survivors Association 
also issued several medals. This national 
organization will be holding its annual 
convention in Hawaii this’ year. The 
P.H.S.A. is unique in that the membership 
is limited to military personnel who were 
Stationed in Hawaii or on board ships in 
Hawaiian waters on December 7, 1941. 


A bit of "Hawaiiana." Most everybody know 
that the Arizona Memorial is located at 
Ford Island in Pearl Harbor. But little 
is known of the fact that Ford Island once 
grew sugar cane belonging to the Oahu 
Plantation Company (Oahu Sugar Company). 
The harvested canes were transported by 
scows to a plantation rail point near the 
tip of Waipio. peninsula. A plantation 
camp was located nearby but instead of the 
usual camp number, this place was known as 
"Scow." The Army Air Corps Luke Field 
subsequently replaced the sugar canes.
